No. 142.—WNotification —The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal proposes to make the 
following modifications in rule 2 of the rules passed by him under the provisions of sections 
XI and XII of Act V (B.C ) of 1864 in Notification No. 151 of the 6th June 1893. 

2, Vessels for the purposes of measurement of tonnage shall be divided into two 
classes a8 below :— 

Class I.—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other square-built 
boats as should, in the opiuion of the Supervisor, be included. 
Class II.—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of & 

‘Act V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class II :— 

A.—The product of quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-lino, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. , 

B.—The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot in net depth. 

, C.—In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any portion of 100 maunds less than 
12} maunds is to be omitted. In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, 
avy fraction of 100 mauuds, less than 50 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 50 maunds, 
is to be charged as 50 maunds only. ; 

D.—Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals at Chitpore, Kidder- 
pore and Chetla empty, for the purpose of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from 
the line of usual immersion, as visible on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, 
and not from the line of actual immersion at the time of measurement. 

Class I :— 

‘For Class I the tonnage, as obtained by the system of measurement for Class II, shall be 
increased by one-half, For vessels above 5,000 maunds measurement of this class, any 
fraction of 1,000 maunds, less than 500 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 500 maunds, 
to be charged as 500 waunds only. In the case of steamers, the tonnage determined as 
above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance for engine space. 

For approved Firms constantly engaged in traffic, the way-bills on board a vessel 
tof Class I, certified to shew the total actual weight of cargo carried, will be accepted as the 
basis for assessmont of tolls.

TEXT-BOOKS IN MIDDLE SCHOOLS. 





“Tie following Note and Extracts from the Proceedings of the Central 
Text-Book Committee are published for general information.

(1) A Note on Bengali Grammar prepared by the Central Text-Book Commitiee. 


Various superfluous matters have, of late, been introduced into text-books 
on Bengali grammar intended for boys. This has tended to render the subject 
_ complicated, and to increase, unnecessarily, the bulk of the books. Bengali 
grammar. means the art of speaking and whiting the Bengali language 
correctly. It. is, therefore, undesirable to include in it any detailed rules of 
Sanskrit grammar relating to words and expressions which never, or but rargly, 
occur in Bengali, Nor does the practice of making rules and classifying words, 
in imitation of. the method followed. in text-books on English grammar, appear 
to be. well adapted for teaching the elements of Bengali grammar, A few 
points are, accordingly, noted below as instances of matter that should not, find 
a place-in books on the subject: — es 
L A minute and elaborate classification of letters, such as cute, ANS, AN, 
fare, weiz, &c., should be avoided. There is no objection, however, to make 
a distinction between wrter and qetett letters. The vowels should be 
® classified as Yong and short, and the prolation of vowels should be omitted. 
II. Rules sfowing the different parts of the mouth, from which different 
letters are pronounced, should avoid such complex forms as acates and weeler |

III. All attempts to to giverules for the various pronunciations: 
letters shoul@ be avoided i in an elementary work oR: grammar. Boys are to 
learn these’from practice.

Class I—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other square-built 
boats as should, in the opinion of the Supervisor, be included. 
Class II.—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, 


The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements ;— 
Class II :— 


A.—The product of quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 

_along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied

No. 142.—Notification—The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal proposes to make the 
following modifications in rule 2 of the rules passed by him under the provisions of sections 
XI and XII of Act V (B.C.) of 1864 in Notification No. 151 of the 6th June 1893. 

2, Vessels for the purposes of measurement of toonage shall be divided into two 
classes as below :— 


Class I.—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other square-built 
boats as should, in the opinion of the Supervisor, be included. 
Class II.—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. 


The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class II :— 


A.—The product of quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the bottom, of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B.—The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot in net depth. 


C.—In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any portion of 100 maunds less than 
12} maunds is to be omitted. In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, 
auy fraction of 100 mauuds, less than 50 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 50 maunds, 
is to be charged as 50 maunds only. 

D.—Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals at Chitpore, Kidder- 
pore and Chetla empty, for the purpose of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from 
the line of usual immersion, as visible on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel, 
and not from the line of actual immersion at the time of measurement. 


Class I :—~ 


For Class I the tonnage, as obtained by the system of measurement for Class II, shall be 
increased by one-half. For vessels above 5,000 maunds measurement of this class, any 
fraction of 1,000 maunds, less than 500 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 500 maunds, 
to be charged as 500 maunds only. In the case of steamers, the tonnage determined as 
above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance for engine space. 

For approved Firms constantly engaged in traffic, the way-bills on board a vessel 
of Class I, certified to shew the total actual weight of cargo carried, will be accepted as’ the 
basis for assessment of tolls. :

I.—A person desiring to erect a monument should submit his application in the Form A 
appended), with a drawing of the monument, to the Chaplain or other officer in charge of 
the cemetery. 

T1.— fhe Chaplain or other officer in charge will then send on the application and: draw- 
ing with a forwarding letter (Form B annexed) to the Executive Engineer of the district, 
who will il in column 10, and return the eppitention with the drawing to the Chaplain. 

The repair of fragile or costly work liable to receive damage cannot be undertaken by 

ent, and should not be taken into consideration in the estimate of column 10()). 

ITI.—On return of the application in all cases, except when the applicant wishes to erect 
merely a simple cross, headstone or slab, consisting of a single stone, over an adequate

The interest received from the 
Comptroller, Post Office, shall at once be deposited in the Savings Bank, unless it is reqmred 
for immediate payment to the Public Works Department for repairs, in which case it should 
be paid at once into the Treasury. 

XITI.—When the balance at credit of the account, exclusive of interest, exceeds 
Rs. 500, it may be invested in Government securities, through the Comptroller, Post 
Office, under Savings Bank Rules. The amount required for the purchase will, on receipt of 
intimation from the Comptroller, Post Office, be deducted by the local post office from the 
Chaplain’s Savings Bank pass-book. The Chaplain will make the corresponding entries in 
his cash-book, by charging the cost of the investment in the column “Savings Bank ” under 
“Endowments,” and crediting per contra the nominal amount of the securities purchased in 
column “Securities” under “ Endowment.” 

XIV.—At the close of each official year, the cash-book shall be closed, and the balance

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (B.0.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class II :— 

A.—The product of quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B.—The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot in net depth, 

C.—In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any portion of 100 maunds less than 
124 maunds is to be omitted. In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, 
any fraction of 100 maunds, less than 50 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 50 maunds, 
is to be charged as 50 maunds only.
